b. transmitting the command to a server computer comprising a 
business application management system platform which includes a WDK Web 
interface server as a part of the business application management system platform, for 
receiving the user selected command and for processing a web document that is a 
custom presentation of information;

distributor server electronically coupled to the WDK Web interface server for generating 
metadata for a business object, for storing the metadata in a metadata database, for 
querying the metadata database when asked to do so by a requestor, and for providing 
the results of a match to a query to the requestor, whereby the business application is 
available via the internet to assist a user in performing a specific business operation 
which requires location of and use of business objects and display of results of the 
specific business operation to the user in a dynamically selectable format.
